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HPHE man in the uniform' of a military leader 

raged and ranted high. up. on the balcony 
overlooking the square; He shook his fists, ran 
his stubby fingers through his bristly hair and 
roared at the mob below. 

The mob was a Balkan mob, fiery, filled with 
the bubbling hatred that can so easily be start- 
ed seething in such mobs anywhere. Down with 
this! And down with that! 

The leader cursed and prated of injustices- 
He howled and threatened at threats. He de- 
manded an army and munitions to put down 
for all time the oppression that was strangling 
his — and their— country. 

And the mob boomed and bellowed and huz- 
zahed.

: The cameras stopped. The leader lowered his 
firms and mopped his sweaty brow, then van- 
ished from the balcony.

ago." 

All in all, "The Menace" was turning out to 
be a successful picture. The "rushes" had so 
far all been good. Every actor and every extra 
had done his and her part to a T. There had 
been no trouble on the sets. Producers and 
directors liked a picture to run along so smooth- 
ly; kept the expense down. Retakes cost money. 

N But there was internal trouble, trouble that 
wasn't apparent to Melnick and Baron nor to 
the other actors and extras and bit players, 
except one of the latter. Kurt Metz hated the 
star. Otto Meisner. Kurt was German; Otto 
was a Pole- 
When the director called "Cut," Otto had left 



the balcony and gone to his dressing room— 
a substantial trailer that had , been moved to 
the location spot. Kurt shared a dressing wagon 
with one of the other bit players, Bolden. They 
didn't have much in common, Metz and Bolden. 
But they managed to keep peace. 

Metz was supposed to be (in the picture) a 
radical rabble leader, bent on stirring up strife 
among the populace of the city, in defiance to 
the Leader's orders. * 

Possibly had the studio officials known of 
the hatred of Kurt for Otto Meisner there 
would have been other arrangements. But they 
didn't. Not at the time IT happened. 

For the next two or three days, everything 
went as well as could be expected. A high wind 
delayed some of the shooting, but there were 
other inside shots to be made at the studio,

Cameras and sound cars were buffeted and 
several cameras toppled over. Big 600 lights— 
Kleigs — were knocked over, their carbons sput- 
tering and fusing in a noisy display of electron- 
ics. 

The quake lasted only a few minutes, seconds 
perhaps, but the havoc was something to see. 
Several people had been injured by stampeding 
folk. A few had been seriously hurt by faffing 
timbers and catwalks. In every direction it look- 
ed like a reallv bad hit. 

They found Meisner lying below the broken 
balcony. He had a great gash in his head. He 
was dead.

"Funny about that balcony and Meisner^s 
death," said Williams. ."I just happened to be 
watching the Leader when the quake struck 
I don't remember seeing Meisner fall. I don't 
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remember seeing him at all when the balcony 

fell." 

Bolden said, "But he must ve fallen, Bill. 
How else did he ge fl t that rip in the head? That 
balcony was a good twenty feet above the 
square." 

- 

Williams nodded. "Just the same Til be in- 
terested in seeing this film we're developing. 
I took it from a camera that was still running 
after the quake. It must have caught every* 
thing." 

When the green light flashed outside the 
darkroom, the two men entered. One of the 
attendants had the film on the reeling machine. 

"Only be a couple sees," he said, ''and you 
guys can run it off." 

At last they were sitting in the little test 
projection room and the piece of film was being 
flashed on the screen. There was the Leader 
waving his arms (the sound hadn't been added) 
and shduting to the mob.
